DETAILED ACTION 

The Amendment, filed on March 12, 2004 has been entered and is 
acknowledged by the Examiner. 

Cancellation of claim 7 has been entered. 

Applicant's arguments filed March 12, 2004 regarding claim 1 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of the application has been withdrawn. 
No any prior art disclosing applicant's invention has been found and therefore the 
application is in condition for allowance. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 and 8-14 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 , the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or 
suggest a support for use with electric lamp having the combination of the limitations as 
set forth in claim 1. and specifically comprising the limitation of the third portion being 
removable to separate and form a gap between the second portion and the third portion. 

Regarding claims 4-6, claims 4-6 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 
because of their dependency status from claim 1 . 

The reasons for allowing claims 2,3 and 8-14 have already been cited in the 
previous Office Action.
